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Co-op Members, Employees Meet to Explore 
Possible Responses to GCI Board Directive

Angry charges concerning the violation of cooperative 
principles by the Board of Directors and top management 
of Greenbelt Cooperative, Inc. (GCI) were aired on January 
2 at an ad hoc meeting of 18 long-time GCI members and 
employees in the Greenbelt city council chamber. Called 
together by A1 Herling to explore ways of responding to 
the recent board decision to close down both the supermar¬ 
ket and gas station divisions of the corporation, partici¬ 
pants spoke out sharply concerning the secrecy of the de- 
cision-rnaking process, exclusion of the membership from 
knowledge of the seriousness of the chain's financial prob¬ 
lems, and the board's failure to comply with the directive 
passed by 57% of the members of the GCI Congress to 
study other alternatives in order to maintain these vital

GCI Board member and long¬ 
time Greenbelt resident Bruce 
Bowman, however, the only rep¬ 
resentative present to spe-ik for 
the GCI administration, claimed 
that the decision was not ‘*{>re- 
cipitous”—'that in fact the board 
“might have been criticized for 
delaying as long as it did. . . . 
The decision was inevitable,*' he 
said. These money-losing opera¬ 
tions, he contended, had for a 
long time been subsidized by the 
SCAN furniture stores division. 
Now SCAN faced strong com¬ 
petition by the entry into the 
Washingt;on market area of Scan- 
danavian Design, which purchases 
from the same European manu¬ 
facturers. 

The decision, said Konrad Herl¬ 
ing, “seems to be a save SCAN 
operation.” 

A cooperative consisting only 
of SCAN stores “would be worth¬ 
less,** claimed John Ward.

An item-by-item scrutiny 
of consumer cooperative le¬ 
gislation being drafted by a 
legislative strategy commit¬ 
tee took up a major part of 
the meeting of the GHI 
board of directors on Nov. 
17. The committee consist¬ 
ed of representatives of 
various cooperative organi¬ 
zations, including Greenbelt 
Homes, Inc. Pat Clancy, 
GHI legal counsel, had pre¬ 
pared a first draft of the 
proposed legislation. 

According to his remarks, 
miK^ of the legislation, as draft¬ 
ed, would not apply to currently 
existing cooperative housing cor¬ 
porations. Such corporations 
would be exempt except for cer¬ 
tain across-the-board provisions. 
New cooperatives, however, would 
have to conform to all provisions. 

The proposed legislation would 


ganization sought to perpetuate 
itself rather than serve its mem¬ 
bers,” he said. 

Reading from the annotated 
code of the state of Maryland 
concerning the governance of co¬ 
operatives, McCarthy, an attor¬ 
ney, claimed that GCI had acted 
illegally. Although the GCI Con¬ 
gress had two years earlier au¬ 
thorized divestiture of losing op¬ 
erations, the term had referred 
to individual stores—a business 
decision — not to reorganization 
of the whole cooperative, he said. 
A decision as major as divesti¬ 
ture of two whole divisions would 
require membership vote at a 
general meeting, he claimed. 

Noting that any individual 
member, with 25 signers, can 
bring charges of incompetence 
against any individual director, 
McCarthy said, “I do not believe 
we are impotent to respond to 
this action.” 

Falls Church member Art Dan- 
forth concurred. “I think action 
to overturn the decision should be 
explored with competent coun- 


codify certain provisions and still 
allow flexibility on some issues 
which would be governed by con- 
tractural agreement between the 
corporation and the members. 
Under the draft presented by 
Clancy, all cooperatives would be 
Maryland corporations and the 
members’ interest would be con¬ 
sidered to be in real property. 
GHI General Manager Shekar 
Narasimhan pointed out that this 
provision could be expected to 
make GHI homes more attractive 
to lenders, who are now unwilling 
to enter the co-op loan market 
because the members’ interest is 
considered to be in personal prop¬ 
erty, not real property. 

The trade-off under such legis¬ 
lation would be that the transfer 
of GHI units would be subject to 
transfer tax. However, Narasim¬ 
han maintained that the benefits 
from interest rates on loans on 
GHI property would far outweigh 
the costs of the transfer tax. 

Clancy pointed out that the in- 


Area Council Meeting 

About 70 concerned citizens 
attended the meeting of the 
Greenbelt Cooperative, Inc. (GCI) 
Area Council in the library on 
Tuesday evening, January 3. 
They showed resentment at the 
failure of the GCI board to con¬ 
sult its members or to listen to 
local councils and questioned 
whether the action of the board 
was consistent with what was 
supposed to be the democratic 
procedures of a cooperative, or 
if they were even legal. John 
Gauci, one of the GCI manage¬ 
ment staff, attempted to answer 
some questions, but not to the 
satisfaction of the audience. 
Bruce Bowman, Greenbelt resi¬ 
dent and member of the board of 
directors, said that the directors 
are “ready and willing to enter¬ 
tain any suggestion” and agreed 
that the most crucial immediate 
problem is the March 1 deadline. 

Meeting directly after the pub¬ 
lic session, the Area Council 
passed a resolution that a con¬ 
census of those present at the 
meeting and the council con¬ 
curred that the board should re¬ 
consider its resolution on divesti¬ 
ture or postpone implementation 
for 6 months or a year. 

The Area Council requested 
that persons wishing to be in¬ 
volved in the effort contact them. 
The chairman is Charles Sanra- 
han, 927-4525, and Greenbelt 
members are John Webb, James 
Parker, Joe Comproni, Eli Cru- 
pain, Kenneth Buker and Win¬ 
ston Williams. 

The matter will be on the 
agenda of the next City Council 
meeting. 


troduction of this kind of broad- 
scope legislation—covering pro¬ 
ducer and consumer cooperatives 
as well as housing cooperatives 
—entails certain risks. One risk 
is that the legislation could be 
rewritten in the legislative process 
so that existing cooperatives 
would have to conform to all 
provisions. He noted that an al¬ 
ternative would be to attempt to 
obtain passage of a short bill 
addressing only GHI concerns. In 
the end, the board adopted a 
wait-and-see attitude pending fur¬ 
ther refinement by the commit¬ 
tee. 

The board meeting opened with 
an announcement by Narasimhan 
that the last loan made with 
funds from the Prince Georges 
County Housing Authority bonds 
had been closed. GHI benefited 
from the placement of loans in 
the amount of $3,595,350 from 
these funds. Narasimhan also

Even before arriving at “Old 
Business” on the agenda, coun¬ 
cil set the tone of the evening 
by failing to approve one set of 
executive meeting minutes. Both 
councilmen Thomas White and 
Richard Pilski maintained that 
the executive session (which they 
had voted against, and then had 
deliberately not attended) was 
inappropriately called, and they 
therefore refused to approve the 
minutes. Another set of minutes, 
for the regular meeting of De¬ 
cember 5, was tabled as council 
sought clarification from city 
staff on whether citizens had 
called for “an investigation” or 
“a study” of the Police Depart¬ 
ment. 

The Citizens Speak 

The heart of the evening fell 
under the “Petitions” part of the 
agenda, as citizen after citizen 
rose to speak their piece on the 
Greenbelt police. Some were 
drawn to the meeting by an ar¬ 
ticle in the December 8 issue of 
the News Review which reported 
that a small group of residents 
had asked council for an inde¬ 
pendent evaluation of Police De¬ 
partment effectiveness and integ¬ 
rity. Others—including about half 
of the 34-member police force— 
came as a result of an item on 
the agenda dealing with the pos¬ 
sible hiring of a police consult¬ 
ant either to “study” or to “in¬ 
vestigate” the Department, as 
well as to lend support to a 
statement to be delivered by Of¬ 
ficer Doug Sappington. 

Allen Berger, who owns the 
Springhill Lake Pharmacy, said 
he was proud of the professional¬ 
ism of the Police Department and 
was bothered by those who want¬ 
ed to “investigate the integrity 
and effectiveness of the Police 
Department.” Anyone who at¬ 
tacks the Police Department “is 
on a witch hunt , . . That’s the 
last thing I want,” he emphatical¬ 
ly stated. 

Former Greenbelt police officer 
Charles “Chuck” Watkins, now 
a military intelligence officer, 
presented Greenbelt police ofii- 
cer Gregory Lynn with a plaque 
praising his and other Greenbelt 
officers* volunteerism with the 
armed forces. Watkins also used 
the occasion to speak as a citi¬ 
zen of the community. “When 
you say ‘integrity,’ you’re talk¬ 
ing about the Greenbelt police,” 
he affirmed. 

Mayor Gil Weidenfeld main¬ 
tained that the city did not want 
to “investigate” the department, 
but rather it wanted to “to make 
a good department better.” 

White reflected on the history 
of the study, saying that candi¬ 
dates for council in the last 
election had been asked if they 
would support an evaluation of 
the department and each had 
said “yes.” (The exception was

councilmember Antoinette Bram, 
who proclaimed that she had not 
said “yes,” because she had not 
been asked the question.) 

Pilski proclaimed that “This is 
no witch hunt . . . Let's not be 
frightened . . . No one on coun¬ 
cil questions the integrity of the 
police.” 

Then it was the citizens’ turn 
again. Eunice Coxon advised Ber¬ 
ger to read the newspaper. Didn’t 
he know that there had been in¬ 
cidents, she asked, 

Margaret Hogensen reflected 
on her concerns about the future 
needs of the department in terms 
of traffic and crime. “Many of 
us would pay higher taxes to 
have more protection . . A 

study would be an excellent way 
to approach the problem.” Albert 
Herling echoed these thoughts, 
noting that “an evaluation would 
bring an objective viewpoi.it.”

Sadness and Anger 

To the Editor: 

Sadness and anger are the 
emotions which describe my re¬ 
action to the closing of the 
Co-op Grocery and Service Sta¬ 
tions. Sadness because I fee! 
Greenbelt is losing its best friend. 
The Co-op epitomizes the phi¬ 
losophies w'hich helped to create 
Greenbelt. The Co-op Grocery 
and Service Station provide an 
important service to the commun¬ 
ity. I live in Greenbelt because 
the services vital to everyday life 
are within walking distance to 
my home. I shop at the Co-op 
because I prefer the friendliness 
and convenience the store offers 
me over the impersonal atmos¬ 
phere and anonymity of the lar¬ 
ger chain grocery stores. Closing 
the Co-op is like cutting the 
heart out of Greenbelt. 

My anger is directed in two 
areas. First, at the Co-op Board 
of Directors for placing profits 
over service. The definition of 
“Cooperative Store” (from the 
Random House College Diction¬ 
ary, 1982) is “a retail store 
owned and managed by consum- 
er customers who supply the cap¬ 
ital and share in the profits.” The 
key word is share. The Co-op 
Grocery and Service Stations have 
shared profits with the SCAN 
furniture stores for a number of 
years. Why is the Board sud¬ 
denly abandoning this vifail ser¬ 
vice for more profits? 

Second, my anger is directed 
at the citizens of Greenbelt, es¬ 
pecially old Greenbelt, who have 
allowed this to happen by pa¬ 
tronizing the larger grocery 
stores which have entered our 
area over the last few^ years. 
Every time you purchased gro¬ 
ceries from another store you 
brought the Co-up closer to its 
death. You can’t have the con¬ 
venience of the Co-op for small 
“forgotten” purchases without 
making the Co-op your main 
store for weekly shopping. 

I am sending a copy of this 
letter to the Co-op Board of Di¬ 
rectors and hope other concernec 
citizens of Greenbelt will do the 
same. Maybe it’s not too late to 
save the heart of Greenbelt.

KIDS' SAFETY SEAT LAW 
TOOK EFFECT JANUARY 1 

A new Maryland law requires 
that children two and younger 
be restrained in car safety seats 
and that children age three and 
four be restrained in safety seats 
or seat belts while riding in pas¬ 
senger or multi-purpose vehicles. 
Beginning January 1 police 
ticketed drivers of motor vehicles 
who do not have children prop¬ 
erly restrained. The penalty is a 
$25 fine which may be waived if 
the violator can prove to the 
court that a car safety seat has 
bi en obtained.

Ice Skating Guidelines 


For Greenbelt Lake 


Greenbelt Lake is open for ice 
skating when weather conditionj 
are favorable. In order to pro¬ 
vide a wholesome, safe activity, 
the city has developed certain 
guidelines that should be fol¬ 
lowed During cold weather, per¬ 
sons interested in ascertaining the 
conditions of the ice at the Lake 
should call the Greenbelt Police 
Department, 474-7200. It is im¬ 
possible to continually test ice 
thickness over all areas of the 
Lake, so skating will always be 
at the risk of the participant. 
Recommended areas of skating 
are the short lines and the bay 
around the peninsula. A green 
flag will be displayed on the 
bandstand flagpole to indicate 
SKATING AT YOUR OWN 
RISK. The Lake area around the 
dam and spillway should be 
avoided, as open water is usually 
found in these areas. Parents 
should accompany young chil¬ 
dren. Skaters should also avoid 
gathering in groups on the ice. 
The city’s guide to ice conditions 
is as follows— 

Young or Black Ice: inches 

uniform; safe if cautious and no 
congregating. Four inches will 
support the weight of skaters. 
SKATE AT YOUR OWN RISK. 

Layered or White Ice: One foot 
of this kind will support the 
weight of skaters. SKATE AT 
OWN RISK. 

Old or Rotten Ice: Thickness 
is under the above conditions. 
ABSOLUTELY NO SKATING. 

The Recreation Department 
will attempt to provide assistance 
at the Lake during week days 
from 4 p.m. until dark and on 
holidays, Saturdays and Sundays 
from 9 a.m. to dark.

Weekly Calls 

The Greenbelt Volunteer Fire 
Department has been at its bus¬ 
iest, running 67 calls for the 
week that ended December 31 ^ 
1983. On December 25 alone we 
ran 16 emergency calls, laoting 
a total of 11 hours. Fire calls 
included: 9 strucutral fires, 8 
broken water pipes, 7 alarm bel’i:, 
4 gas leaks, 2 transfers to other 
companies, and 6 miscellaneous 
calls. Rescue calls included: 9 
sick people, 4 injured people, 3 
vehicle accidents, 2 heart attacks, 
a possible drowning, trouble 
breathing, and a routine trans¬ 
port. 

Safety Tip 

Because a significant number of 
all fire deaths are children, it is 
important for families to review 
fire safety on a regular basis. Dg 
your children know the stop- 
drop-and roll procedure impor¬ 
tant in case of clothing fires? 
Practicing this can be fun and 
easy and could save your child’s 
life. Matches and lighters shouid 
be kept out of reach of ch'Mren. 
Experimenting with these things 
can be very tempting. Don’t for¬ 
get to review the family plan for 
exiting the house in case of fire. 
Include instructions for staying 
low, feeling doors for heat before 
opening them, meeting in a pre¬ 
arranged place, and the impor¬ 
tance of not re-entering the home 
for any reason.

Many of the emergencies re¬ 
sponded to recently can be at¬ 
tributed to below freezing tem¬ 
peratures. On the morning of 
Friday, December 23 a call was 
received at the comer of Hillside 
and Crescent. A bicyclist had rid¬ 
den over an ice patch, lost con¬ 
trol and crashed into the middle 
of the street. The rider hit his 
head on the pavement and re¬ 
ceived extensive head injuries.

Couneil Tidbits 

During its regular meeting on 
December 5, Greenbelt’s city 
council dealt with the following 
matters: 

1) Council gave its approval 
to the site plan for a new town- 
house development in the east¬ 
ern part of the city. Tne project, 
tentatively called “Green Holiy 
Woods,” is to consist of 194 townr- 
houses on a 24,4 acre parcel in 
the northwest quadrant of Green- 
belt Road and Mandan Road. The 
proposal Includes mandatory 
dedication to the city of almost 
three acres of parkland, part 
along Greenbelt Road and part 
adjacent to the Greenbriar Park. 

Council approval incorporates 
several conditions recommended 
by the city*s Advisory Planning 
Board. One would be that the 
developer include a walkway 
along Greenbelt Road, to run in 
part through the land dedicated 
to the city, if necessary to pre¬ 
vent significant loss of trees. An¬ 
other would require approval of 
storm water management plans 
by the Washington Suburban 
Sanitary Commission. A third 
condition would be the provision 
of handicap ramps where inter¬ 
ior pathways and roadways inter¬ 
sect, The final APB condition 
would limit the size and location 
of a sign for the development. 
In addition, council wants city 
staff to be permitted to take part 
in marking off tree areas to be 
dedicated to the city; and coun- 
cihnember Edward Putens asked 
for the developer*s help in the 
continuing effort to get the state 
to install a traffic light at the 
intersection of Greenbelt and 
Mandan Roads. (According to 
Putens, there have now been 49 
accidents at that location.) 

2) Council approved a bid 
award for purchase of a traffic 
light to be installed in front of

Road. This equipment will re¬ 
place the present flashing yellow 
warning crosswalk light with a 
pushbutton-operated stop light.

The system approved 
for purchase will include provisr- 
ions for adding an audible signal 
as an aid to visually impaired 
pedestrians, but will not include 
such a signal at this time. Bid¬ 
ders pointed out to the city that 
audible signals 6f this type can 
become a neighborhood nuisance. 

3) The City has received an¬ 
other special grant of Commun¬ 
ity Development Block Grant 
CiCDBG) funds under the Federal 
Jobs Program, this time $70,000 
for the reconstruction of Ridge 
Road between Westway and 
Southway. Council began several 
steps necessary to get ready for 
this project, including appro¬ 
priation of city funds and the 
hiring of an engineering firm. 

4) Council took note of the 
resignation of JoAnn Volk from 
the city^s Park and Recreation 
Advisory Board (PRAB) because 
of conflicts in her work schedule 
and personal commitments. Volk 
had been a member of PRAB 
since 1976. PRAB has recom¬ 
mended to council that in filling 
the vacancy, high priority be giv¬ 
en to applicants from the Spring- 
hill Lake community.

The Way I See It

As Greenbelters go about meet¬ 
ing the latest community crisis— 
the continuation of near-vital 
services now provided by Co-op 
(Greenbelt Cooperative, Inc.)— 
they need to keep in mind the 
priorities of the situation.

the meeting was the issue of city 
police corporal E. Daniel Blake. 
Blake was required last summer 
to testify about a previous inci¬ 
dent involving fellow police offi¬ 
cer Fred E. Murray, during a 
court trial on civil charges 
brought against Murray by a 
Greenbelt resident. Within days 
after he testified, Blake was or¬ 
dered by Greenbelt Police Chief 
William T. Lane to undergo 
medical examination, was subse¬ 
quently referred to a psychiatrist, 
and then requested medical dis¬ 
ability retirement on the advice 
of physicians. Blake has been on 
administrative leave pending a 
state decision on the retirement. 
Blake had been the city's choice 
for 1983's outstanding employee 
and the American Legion Post's 
Policeman of the Year. 

On December 5, residents 
voiced public concern to council 
that some kind of retaliation 
might have been taken against 
Blake. During the December 19 
mooting, residents Herbert Jones 
and Robert Zugby both told coun¬ 
cil of long discussions with Blake 
concerning his status on the 
force. Council and the city mana 
ger were, as in the past, obviously 
uncomfortable about discussing 
this personnel matter in public. 

But Officer Sappington, speak¬ 
ing as President of the Greenbelt 
Lodge, Fraternal Order of Police, 
stated that Blake was under 
^'emotional distress" and pointed 
out Blake's request for retire¬ 
ment. As to citizen questions on 
December 19 about Murray's con¬ 
tinued presence on the police 
force, Sappington commented 
that Murray has been on trial 
and has been investigated by the 
department, and that he should 
not be subjected to further scrut¬ 
iny—or what Sappington termed 
“quadruple jeopardy." 

If anyone has a complaint 
against the department, Sapping¬ 
ton suggested that the person file 
an official complaint. He said an 
officer was waiting outside coun¬ 
cil chambers with papers should 
anyone wish to file a complaint 
that night. If the complaint; is 
found to be groundless, the per¬ 
son is subject to a lawsuit, he 
warned. Sappington pointedly re¬ 
ferred to residents Eunice Coxon 
and Herbert Jones for their com¬ 
ments at a prior council meeting. 
Sappington further chided Coxon 
for her failure to attend past 
crime prevention meetings, which, 
he alleged, indicated her lack of 
interest in the issue. 

Coxon termed his alleviations 
“outrageous." And both White 
and Pilski objected strongly to 
Sappington's “attack" on a citi¬ 
zen bringing a perceived problem 
to council. 

Resident Margaret McKinney 
asked, “If police can be attacked 
by name, why can't the police 
mention names?" 

By 10:10 p.m., council finally 
came to “Old Business" on the 
agenda. Since many of the issues 
tied to the police study had al¬ 
ready been discussed, council de¬ 
cided that it would hold a work 
session on January 16 to define 
the parameters of such a study. 
Police Chief Position 

James Giese in his written 
“Agenda Comments" had noted 
some of the remarks of candi¬ 
dates for the position of Deputy 
Chief/Chief of Police. Several 
candidates had suggestions of 
possible ways to conduct the 
study of the department. Tnese 
included a process which would 
lead to accreditation from the 
Commission on Accreditation for 
Law Enforcement Agencies, a 
study by the International Asso¬ 
ciation of Police Chiefs, an in¬ 


house study, and others. 

Pilski and White termed the 
comments “worthless" because 
council had not been given the 
context in which the candidates' 
comments were uttered. Pilski 
then angrily declared that he 
wanted to see the resumes of 
those applying for the position. 
Giese demurred, saying this in¬ 
formation was confidential. When 
Weidenfeld asked Pilski if he 
wanted to put his request into a 
motion, Pilski complied, but failed 
to win a second. 

Animal Control Revisited 

Resident Stephen Polaschik 
asked council when it was ever 
coming up with its new animal 
control ordinance. Giese said he 
hoped to have the regulations 
ready by the end of January, but 
he could not promise because of 
other more pressing matters, 
such as the selection of a new 
police chief. White accused Giese 
of “hedging." And Pilski sug¬ 
gested that Giese should give this 
subject “top priority. ... I don't 
appreciate your pooh-poohing th^ 
matter," he scolded Giese. “When 
can you expect to have an ordi¬ 
nance ready?" Giese again stated 
his hope to have the regulations 
by the end of January. 

Water problems on the road 
surface at the intersection of 
Orange Court and Greenway 
Place with Greenhill Road 
brought Lakewood resident James 
Wolfe before council to ask for 
relief. He complained of constant 
water flow from underground 
springs, which causes icing in 
winter and slick conditions at 
other times. Giese stated that a 
catch basin is necessary, and he 
was not sure whether the city or 
Washington Suburban Sanitary 
Commission should take care of 
the problem. Council asked Giese 
to pursue the matter further and 
make recommendations as to 
what should be done. Giese esti¬ 
mated the work as costi.ig be¬ 
tween $10,000 and $25,000. 

Appointments 

For the first time that most 
council watchers could remember, 
council split 3-2 on some appoint¬ 
ments to city advisory beards. 
Joseph Isaacs was appointed to 
the Advisory Planning Board, 
Barbara Hoelk to the Park and 
Recreation Advisory Board and 
John O'Reilly to the Employee 
Relations Board. Pilski and 
White voted “no" on all three ap¬ 
pointments. 

There was a unanimous vote 
for appointment of Keith Cherni- 
koff to the Advisory Planning 
Board, 

Members were appointed to tw'o 
new committees. To the Cable 
Television Committee: Holly Car¬ 
ter, Deborah Cox, Gary Kohn, 
Anthony McCarthy, John O'Boyle. 
Judith Ott, and Robert Zugby. 

To the Greenbelt Fiftieth An¬ 
niversary Committee: Sandra 
Barnes, Michael Burchick, J. 
Davis, Austin Green, Albert Herl- 
ing, David Moran, Christina 
O'Boyle, Joseph Polanin, Stephen 
Polaschik, Alan Virta, Donald 
Volk, and Wayne Williams. 

Council expressed its approval 
of the proposal by Lowell K. 
Bridwell, Secretary of the Mary¬ 
land Department of Transporta - 
tion, to step up construction of 
the Metro rail green line to Green 
belt with a “Y" connection be¬ 
tween the existing Brookland 
station on the red line and the 
proposed Chillum station on the 
green line. Such action would let 
the route to Greenbelt be built 
and operated witout need to wait 
for court resolution of issues 
blocking construction of the green 
line within the District of Co¬ 
lumbia and southern Prince 
Georges County. Giese was asked

Near Deadline 

Much discussion centered on 
the very near deadline the board 
had set—March 1—for member 
groups or “an existing coopera¬ 
tive" to submit “a credit-worthy 
proposal as accepted by a finan¬ 
cial institution. . . GCI officials 
gave themselves till August 1 to 
complete plans, Katherine Keene 
charged, while a new group that 
might form to try to continue the 
supermarket operations has only 
60 days. 

This is not a “do or die dead¬ 
line," Bowman assured the group. 
He was sure that any serious 
proposal that had the appearance 
of viability would be allowed the 
time necessary to reach fruition. 

But many were concerned 
about the possibility of getting 
complete and accurate financial 
information. A1 Herling particu¬ 
larly questioned the accuracy and 
completeness of the report of the 
consultants hired to examine the 
financial status of the corpora¬ 
tion, Bowman assured the group 
that specific financial data would 
be made available to a potential 
purchaser. 

Herling questioned the consult¬ 
ants’ assumption concerning a 
rise in the costs of employee 
compensation, since the em¬ 
ployees' union had not met nor 
hai any proposal been made to 
them concerning deferi'al of fu¬ 
ture scheduled raises. The report, 
others noted, also did not take 
into account the possibility of 
large membership withdrawal if 
the closings went into effect. 

Greenbelt Stores 

Greenbelt's Mayor Weidenfeld 
raised the question of whether 
the group wanted to pursue a 
goal of keeping open only the 
Greenbelt food store and gas sta¬ 
tion or “the harder decision—to 
keep everything open. ... We 
might influence the board by 
showing strong support in Green¬ 
belt," he said. 

He affirmed his intention to 
place the issue on the agenda for 
the next city council meeting.

reported tbat GHI had recovered 
the funds it had committed to 
covering the ‘points* required to 
obtain the money. He warned 
that lower interest loans for GHI 
properties are a thing of the past 
unless the Federal National 
Mortgage Association begins to 
buy such loans or unless the 
county housing authority sells 
more bonds. 

Member Requests 

The board then dealt with sev¬ 
eral member requests. It unani¬ 
mously approved the installation 
of a skylight in a frame home in 
the 44 Court of Ridge Rd. with 
the proviso that the mutual own¬ 
ership contract be amended to in¬ 
sure that any damage caused by 
the skylight would be the re¬ 
sponsibility of present and future 
owners of the unit. 

After much discussion, the 
board approved a privacy screen 
fo-r the residents of 35-J Ridge 
Rd. despite a recommendation by 
the Aesthetics and Environment 
Committee that the request be de¬ 
nied. The committee recommended 
that . . the proposed privacy 
screen is inconsistent with the 
origrinal design comrept of the 
town and negatively impacts on 
Ihe adjoining court as well as on 
the visual continuity of the sur¬ 
roundings.** Since, however, the 
neighbors in the 35 and 37 Courts 
bad been surveyed and only one 
had voiced objection to the screen, 
the board granted the request by 
a 4-1 margin, Director Wayne 
Williams opposed. (Director Joe 
Jenkins was absent; Director 
Mark Dombrowski came in aftor 
this vote; Vice-President Frank 
Gervasi presided in the absence 
of President Margaret Hogensen.) 

On the other hand, the board 
unanimously rejected a request 
for a fence around three sides of 
a proposed shed by a member in 


the 4 Court of Laurel Hill. The 
A^^ committee had also recom¬ 
mended against the privacy 
screen, suggesting that the shed 
be screened with shrubbery. 

Garage Lease 

As a community service, a ga¬ 
rage adjacent to boiler room 24 
on Research Rd. will be leased 
to the Cultural Arts Center at 
a nominal yearly rental. The Arts 
Center, which will use the space 
for storage, will be required to 
sign a standard lease and main¬ 
tain liability insurance with GHI 
as the co-insured. On a motion 
by Director Debbie Hartwick, the 
board agreed unanimously to 
lease the garage. 

The board also heard an ex¬ 
planation by Narasimhan on the 
subject of the 1979 rehab fund 
distribution. According to Nara- 
simhan, members have noted that 
the 1979 rehab credit in the 
sample charges for 1984 was less 
than the actual monthly collection 
that was made in 1979. In that 
year $130,600 was collected ($40,- 
543 from masonry and $90,057 
from frame homes). Management 
estimates that accrued interest 
will have increased this amount 
to $219,583 by June 30, 1984. 

It is also estimated l^at GHI 
will incur $113,000 in interest 
and principal costs for additional 
borrowing from NCCB by June 
30. Narasimhan noted that, in 
computing 1984 rehab charges, 
management assumed that this 
$113,000 would be paid directly 
to NCCB from the 1979 rehab 
collection and the remaining 
$106,000 would be used in direct 
reduction of charges to mem¬ 
bers. The reduction is consid 
erably less for the masonry than 
the frame units since the bulk 
of the rehab costs to be incurred 
in the first six months of 1964 
($113,000) will be due to work 
on the masonry homes and those 
units will, therefore, benefit most
